Sir: - 


Your letter of the 23rd instant stating that you can have five adjusting balances completed 
and ready for shipment to the New Orleans Mint in the course of a few days at the cost of about 
$20 each, has been received. You will proceed to have the balances made and forwarded as early 
as practicable. 


I would call your attention to the fact that owing to the humidity of the atmosphere at 
New Orleans, all steel or iron parts of the balances should be nickel plated in order to avoid 
corrosion. This will no double make the cost of the balances great that stated in your letter, but it 
is necessary that this precaution should be taken against corrosion. 


I will thank you to inform me when the balances ordered in my letter of March 30, 1887, 
were forwarded to New Orleans.
